MOONSHINE 


C. F. Marvin, chief of the United 
States W eather Bureau, explains that 
th ere is no reason whatever for plant­ 
ing crops or killing hogs in the light 
o r dark of the moon rather than at 
any other time. 
With regard to vegetation, 
it 
is 
simply a question of measuring light. 
P lan t growth depends, says Mr. Mar­ 
vin, on temperature, light, humidity 
and plant food (in the soil and in the 
air) and its availability. 
“Obviously 
th e moon neither mellows the ground 
nor fertilizes it, neither does it alter 
the composition of the atmosphere; 
hence it affects neither the mechanical 
condition of the soil nor the kind or 
quantity of plant food.” 


If the moon has any effect, then, on 
plant growth, it must exert that effect 
through light. Now, it is found by ex­ 
periment that when a plant is shad­ 
owed 
so 
that 
it 
gets 
ouly 
one- 
hundredth of normal daylight, it grow s 
little better than in absolute darkness. 
Full daylight is 600,000 times brighter 
than full moonlight. 
It is easily seen, 
then, that the I per cent of daylight 
which is too feeble to stimulate plant 
growth is still 6,000 times brighter 
than the light of the full moon. 
The 
effect of the moon on plants, there­ 
fore, is wholly negligible. 
It is perfectly clear, is n t it? 
And 
yet, if we could revisit the glimpses 
of the moon after a thousand years 
more of scientific agriculture, we would 
probably find plenty of farmers still 
running their farms by Hie same old 
moonshine.
